Marine Force Now on the Battle­ 


ships at Vera Cruz W ill Be Doubled 


by Arrival of Force From Panama, 


in Addition to Which the Entire At­ 


lantic Fleet Soon Will Be in Adja­ 


cent Waters. 


W ashington. Jan. 9.— A m ore aggres­ 
siv e policy on the p art of the W ilson 
adm inistration 
in 
dealing 
with

M exican situation i3 indicated in an 
order issued by the secretary of the 
navy, who has ordered th a t 400 m a­ 
rines stationed on the Isthm us of Pan 
a m a be tra n sfe rre d to the ea3t coast 
of Mexico. 
The announcem ent of this doubling 
of the force of m arines strengthened 
th e growing im pression th a t the ad 
m inistration is preparing for the adop­ 
tio n of a practical policy to take the 
place of the present attitude of w ait­ 
ing for President H uerta to yield to 
tho desire of P residen t \\ ilson for his 
elim ination from the scene. 
Comply­ 
ing with suggestions m ade by P resi­ 
dent Wilson, little has been heard in 
congress for m onths about 
Mexico. 
Lately m em bers of congress have ex­ 
pressed im patience over the adm inis­ 
tratio n 's Mexican policy. 
T h at the ordering of the m arines to 
th e east coast of Mexico wa3 decided 
upon short notice was obvious from 
the fact th a t the battleship Minnesota, 
which left for Mexico early in the week 
is to be deflected from her present 
course by w ireless and will proceed 
instead to Colon, Panam a. 
T here she 
will take on board the 400 m arines 
and convey them to Vera Cruz, w here 
th ey will be distributed am ong the bat­ 
tleships a t th a t point and a t Tampico. 
T he total force of the m arines on the 
e ast coast of Mexico available for land­ 
ing parties at sh ort notice will be 
about 850 men, there being about 450 
already present on the ships.

e ith e r in dock or already in Mexico, 
will sail for Porto Rico for the annual 
w inter w ar gam es and exercises. 
The 
fleet will eo-operate with a m arine 
force now enroute there, which con­ 
sists of about 2,000 men, or practically 
all those available for such duty on 
th e Atlantic coast. 
T he im pression has been grow ing 
here th a t John Lind m ade a pessim is­ 
tic report on conditions in Mexico on 
th e occasion of hi3 recent conference 
a t sea with P resid en t W ilson. 
Private 
advices received from V era Cruz and 
elsew here in Mexico from tim e to tim e 
have tended to indicate th a t Lind wTas 
beginning to hold view s on Mexico and 
the duty of the United States m ore 
like those of Henry L ane W ilson, for­ 
m er am bassador to Mexico, than those 
of the president and Secretary Bryan.

Tndianaiiolis, Jan. 9.—T he suprem e 
court has reversed the Miami circuit 
court for instructing the jury to ac­ 
quit Hugh McCaffrey of the charge 
of selling short m easure of potatoes. 
T he evidence was sufficient to show 
McCaffrey was ow ner of McCaffrey 
& Co. d ep artm en t store at Peru, and 
th a t H arvey G. Boyd bought potatoes 
in the store, ordering a peck and pay­ 


ing for a peck, although he onl> le ­ 
ech ed eleven pounds of iK>tato<3. 
The court says “the proprietor of a 
store must know that no falsi1 w eights 
or m easures ar^ being need in hi,^ 
business, and failing to do SO THU st 
suffer penalty.” 
The court says that 
there being sufficient evidence from 
which the jury m ight have inferred 
that the defendant w*as owner of the 
store the question should have been 
left to the Jury. 
The case was prosecuted and ap­ 
pealed as a test of the new law re­ 
quiring the sale of potatoes by w eight, 
but the case com ing up on a peremp­ 
tory instruction to the jury, the su­ 
preme court only decided the m atters 
presented for decision by the action 
of the trial court. 


Women Were Brewer*. 
The brewing trade in England was 
formerly alm ost wholly in the honda 
of women. Until the close of the eight­ 
eenth century the preparation of ale 
for the household was reckoned among 
the duties of the m istress nnd her 
maids.

The sending forth of the twelve is r<* 
corded in Matt, x, Mark vi and Luke 
ix. 
The sending of the seventy is told 
only 
iii 
our 
lesson chapter. 
Both 
companies were sent by two and two, 
as lambs among wolves, and they were 
to preach the kingdom of God and 
heal the sick (verses I, 3, 9; ix, 2; 
Mark vi, 7; Matt, x, 7, 8, IG). The rea­ 
son given iii each case for sending 
them is the same—harvest great, labor­ 
ers few. The command to pray is also 
the same, “Tray 
ye 
therefore 
the 
Lord of the harvest that Ile would 
send forth laborers into His harvest” 
(verse 2; Matt, fx, 3G-38). 
Matthew says that Ile saw the multi­ 
tudes as sheep having no shepherd 
and Ile was moved with compassion 
on them. 
Believers are expected to 
have the mind of Christ, to manifest 
the life of Jesus, to be a willing and 
obedient people, to live to give the 
Gospel to every creature, but where 
is the compassion of Jesus for the 
shepherdess multitudes seen, and how 
many are willing to be sheep In the 
midst of wolves, bated by the world 
for His sake (John xv, 18. 19). 
The twelve were not to go to gentiles 
or Samaritans, but only to the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel; the seven­ 
ty were to go before His face into 
every city and place whither H e him­ 
self would come, but since His resur­ 
rection the command is to go into all 
the world (Matt, x, 5, G; Luke x, I; 
Mark xvi, 15). 
After they were told 
to pray the Lord to send forth laborers 
they were told to go themselves (verse 
3), and we cannot honestly ask the 
Lord to send others unless we are 
ready to say. “ Here nm I; send me” 
(Isa. vi, 8). 
Isaiah saw the Lord upon a throne
